FOUR WATCHMEN INJURED. 


New Head of Department Has 
First Serious Struggle; Sixty- 
two Engines and Three 
Fire Boats at Work..: 


A fire of great magnitude burned this morn- 
ing at Twenty-second street and the south 
branch of the Chicago river. 

It destroyed mor¢ than a million dollars 
worth of property; put in peril big industrial 
plants and lumber yards worth millions more: 
and lighted the heavens above the whole 
city, startling hundreds of people. 

The fire was practically under control at 
4a. m. 


Starts in hiniees Elevator. 

The fire started through spontaneous com- 
bustion in Armour’s elevator D, which con- 
tained well on to a million bushels of wheat, 
oats, and corn. That structure was doomed 
from the start. At 3a. m. the upper portions 
of the elevator’s walis fell in and this circum- 
stance relieved a condition perilous to the 
whole neighborhood. 

Elevator D was somewhat isolated, stand- 
ing at Fisk street, between a slip and the 
south branch of the river. 
bers, however, struck other buildings and 
added much to the difficulties of the depart- 
ment. | 

It was the first hard task Acting Chief 
McDonough had tackled. Second Assistant 
Marshal Seyferlich sent in the first series 
of alarms, and McDonough followed, until! 
in all there were aixty-two fire engines and 
three fire boats fighting the flames. 


Electric Plant in Peril. 

Several times: the Commonwealth Wiec- 
tric ‘plant was attacked by fiying embers. 
The People’s Gaslight and Coke plant was 
in danger. Two lumber yards were on fire. 

The fireé“was one of the most spectacular 
seen in the city in years. For an hour it 
lighted the heavens to such an extent as to 
be distinctly visible over an range from 
South. Chicago to Ravenswood. 

Hundreds of citizens in all parts of town 
were aroused, and telephone calls poured in 
upon newspaper Offices andpo lice stations. 

Four watchmen stationed at the elevator 
were injured at the outbreak of the fire. 
They were burned seriously about the hands 
and face. The first ambulance to reach the 
building, that from the Camalport avenue 
police station. carried three of them to the 
county hospital and one to the People’s hos- 
pital. ae 

The Injured. 

Biha, John, 674 Twenty-fifth street, watchman; 
hands and face burned severely; taken to County 
hospital. 

Polacak, Joseph, 301 Twentieth street, watchman: 
burned about-hands and face; taken to County 
hospital. 

Smkule, Charles, 
People’s hospital. 

Zontah, M. 0.. 362 Twenty-third street, watch- 
man; hands, face, and shoulders burned; taken 


to the County hospital. 

These men were standing together in the 
elevator, near the chutes leading to the 
water front, when one of the explosions 
blew them entirely out of the building. They 
were found some time later by Lieut» Sulli- 
van and firemen of engine company No. 15. 

Burns: Long Before Being Seen. 

Charles Woodworth, a railroad employé, 
discovered the fire: It was seen to be burn- 
ing at the north and south ends of the struc- 
ture at the same time, indicating that it had 
been burning for some time before being 
noticed. Woodworth immediately ran to the 
nearest fire alarm signal and sounded an 
alarm. He told the police that when he first 
noticed the flamese he heard #dull report and 
a moment later two louder explosions. The 
flames then burst through the ends of the 
building and spread rapidly. 

Atting Chief McDonough arrived soon 
after the general alarm and took charge. 


Fire Engines from Lake View. 

Fire engines from as far north as Lake 
View were summoned, and the fireboats 
Queen, Yosemite, and Illinois were sent to 
the aid of the men onthe land. The first fire- 
men had to haul their apparatus by hand 
down the embankment of the slip and within 
fighting distance of the flames. 

As the fire spread through the structure the 
firemen were forced farther and farther back, 
the heat being too great for them to hold their 
first positions. They were forced to get all 
their water from the slip, no fireplugs being 
near, 

The great plamt of the Commonwealth 
Biectric company, a two story building a 
block to the northwest of the elevator and 
200 by 200 feet in dimension, repeatedly 
caught fire from flying embers, and the ef- 
forts of the department were centered chiefly 
upon this and upon the lumber yards far- 
ther west. 

McDonough Talks of Fire. 

Chief McDonough said that the fire was the 
worst he had experienced since nine years 
before, when the same district was visited 
with a disastrous blazer. He said: 

“TI have not had time to.investigate the 
cause of the fire. It probably was spontane- 
ous combustion. It was impossible to save 
the elevators, and all the efforts of the de- 
partment were directed to saving the millions 
of dollars’ worth of property in the vicinity.

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$8 000.000 GRAFT IN MUTUAL. 


Grand Jury Hears Startling Evi- 
dence of Padded and Bogus Bills. 


FIELDS TELLS OF, L00

Supply Department sed fo. “id 


Years to Feed Legislative 


New York, May 20.—[Special.}~Evidence 
that hundreds of thousands of dollars were 
paid by the Mutual Life Insurance company 
for supplies that never were delivered or even 
ordered is now in possession of the special 
grand jury investigating insurance cases. 
All this money: is said to have been handed 
over to Andrew C. Fields for his “ confiden- 
tial legislative fund,’ but many legislators 
for years back wonder what became of it. 

The money was paid out on fake bills—bilis 
rigged up on the letter heads of firms that 
never existed, o. k.’d by officers of the com- 
pany, and then passed by the expenditures 
committee without question. 


It is predicted the disclosures that will fol-, 


low the report to the grand jury will throw 
into the shade the evidence before the Arm- 
strong committee, sensational as it was. 
There is no doubt the grand jury: is in pos- 
session of documentary evidence, backed up 
by oral testimony, that exposes everything 


done by the now. notorious supply depart- 


ment of the Mutual Life, and there is every. 
likelihood that indictments will follow. - 
It also is pretty plain that Andrew C. Fields 


‘has furnished valuable information to the 


grand jury and that much it has discovered 
came from his helpful assistance in explain- 
ing the devious methods of the Mutua!l’s sup- 
ply department. 


Fields Reveals All He Knows. 

As a result of Fields’ testimony on Tues- 
day, which was so satisfactory. to District 
Attorney Jerome, several witnesses. were ex- 
amined today by the grand jury, putting the 
finishing touches on some of the rough edges 
of what Fields told. The witnesses were 
Robért Olyphant, who is a trustee of the 
Mutual and chairman of the committee on 
expenditures; Edgar W. Rogers of the Ly- 
sander W. Lawrence company, stationers, 
who were specially favored by the Mutual; 
George McKibbin of McKibbin & Son, who 
havé a printing establishment at 3% Park 
street; Charies A. Preller, auditor] and C. 
C. Gretsinger, apsintant auditor of the Mu- 


tual. 

All the testimony today related to the pay- 
ment of padded bills and bills entirely bogus, 
and the grand jurors heard some things 
that made them open their eyes. It was 
brought out that McKibbin & Son did work 
for the Lawrence company, the binding and 
printing of which was for the Mutual. In 
due course of time, McKibbin testified—it 
was his firet session with the grand jury—a 
check would come from the Mutual, 


Bills Padded and Faked. 


As an illustration of how the money finally 
got to Fields it is explained that, for instance, 
the Lawrence company really owed McK ib- 
bin & Son $1,000 for work actually done, The 
check from the Mutual would be for §4,500. 
McKibbin would take out what was coming 
‘to his firm and send the balance to the Law- 
rence company. This money is said to have 
gone to Fields, ostensibly for his legislative 
work. 

But this wasn’t the most flagrant practice. 
In many cases billie for supplies and work 
purporting to have been done by McKibbin 
& Son were paid by the Mutual. All these 
bills were on the bill heads of McKibbin & 
fon, although, according to McKibbin’s tes- 
timony, his Orm never presented the bills, 
the work never being done by them and never 
ordered. The only explanation was thut 
some one in the Lawrence company had 
‘printed bill heads of McKibbin & Son to be 
handy when money was needed. 

In this way the Mutual paid from $1,000 to 
$4,500 at a clip without getting any return 
for the money 30 faras the books of the com- 
pany show. All these billa went through 


Fields to an officer of the company and then 
were passed by the expenditures committee. 
Another system of looting the Mutual was- 
similar. Much money wont out on bills that 
were handed In on the billheads of firms that 
Lever existed. There are said to have been 
several bogus firms who were supposed to 
be doing work for the Mutual and getting 
paid. One of these firms, Charles E, Parsons 
and company, supposedly doling business in 


advertising novelties, got paid fora lot of 
. | things that never went to the Mutual.

It ts 
pointed ae that. for the first, four. months 
this year the supply department of the Mu- 
tual has cost $45,000. For the first four 
months last year the expenditures of this de- 
partment alone were $150,000.

On the basis of its saving. in the first quar- 
ter of this year it is estimated that over 
$400,000 yearly has been wasted or else found 
its way into Fields’ legislative fund. For 
twenty years this would make the astonish- 
ing total of something like $8;000,000 


Documentary Proof of Graft. 

District Attorney Jerome has documentary 
evidence of this graft. He is said to have a 
number of the original bills that were paid, 
both padded and plain bogus.. A number of 
these bills have been photographed so in case 
anything should happen to the original there 
wil bes some evidence of tHe fact they ex- 
isted, The grand jury ‘adjourned today until

War to the knife has begun between the 
Illinois Brick company, commonly kaown as 
the “trust,” and the independent dealers 
who have been waxing powerful since the 
indictment of President George C. Prussing 
of the Illinois company and others on charges 
of conspiracy to suppress competition. 

The price of brick, which sold at from $7.60 
to $8 a thousand in the palmy days of the 
“trust,” and which recently ha® been séll- 
ing at prices ranging around $6, slumped to 
$4 a thousand yesterday morning. Thin price 
includeg delivery. 

Independent brick dealers declared that the 
demoralization of the market came as the re- 
sult of the atfempt of the Illinois company 
to regain control of every piece of baked mud 
for sale in Chicago. 


’ “Trust” Seeks an Injunction. _ 

The plea for an injunction restraining the 
National Brick company, an independent 
concern, from doing business, filed in Judge 
Walker's court by attorneys for the Lilinois 
compahy, wag pointed to as evidence of the 
“trust's ” “determination. to put the inde- 
pendents out of business. 

The suit is against B. F. Weber, president 
of the National Brick company, Henry 
Busse, and Fred Labahn. 

It is charged that five years ago, when the 
Illinois company absorbed some’ thirty-five 
independent companies, the defendants 
signed a contract to refrain from engaging 


Cook county court house for ten years. 

Attorney Pred Whitfield of the law firm 
of Whitfield & Whitfield, representing the 
National company, declares that his clients 
simply signed an agreement to execute the 
described contract, and that the signing of 
the contract wase-waived because it was 
found to be illegal in its nature. 


Price Drops Below Cost. 

Whatever the legal status of the matter 
may be, the fact remains that contractors 
who are in the market for brick can have it 
at almost theit own price. Alexander Burke, 
a manufacturer at Nineteenth street and 
Millard aventie, stated in the evening that 
he is selling brick for $4 a thousand, a price 
conceded to be less than the cost of produc- 
tion. 

B. F. Weber of the National company said 
his firm is selling brick at $5, The Llinols 
company wan said to be selifng brick for 
$4.50 a thousand before tie report of nitardaed s 
price came in, 

An employé of the Calumet Brick company 
said his company is not bunting for buyers 
of brick at present, His statement was 
taken to mean that the company does not 
want to sell brick at the present low prices. 


Indictments Stir Independents. 

The big independents are the National 
Brick company, the Calumet Brick company, 
the Americai Brick company, and the Chi- 
cago Brick company. Since the “ trust” 
indictments the independent dealers have 
had an organization, and it is said that the 
Iltincils Brick company has suffered from 
their activity, 

“ The reduction of the price of brick Is. due 
to overproduction and the starting up of 
companies in violation of the agreement,” 
asserted C. D. Howell, treasurer of the Iii- 
roils Brick company. “ There i® no money 
in brick today. The reeult must be deter- 
mined by the case in Judge Walker's court.” 

“Tt is merely an attempt on the part of the 


Iiinois Brick company to crush competi- 
tors,” said Attorney Whitfeild.

BLY CREEK” DREDGED. 


President McCormick Sends: Formal 
Notice to Steckyards Firms to Re- 
move the Refuse They Have Been 
Dumping Into It Since 1899, When 
Government Contractors Left a 
Depth of 17 Feet — Morgan Park 
Contracts to Buy Electric Power. 


A*formal order to dredge “‘ bubbly creek ” 
was sent to the packing firms of the stock- 


_yards.yesterday by President McCormick of 


the drainage board. 

in 1890 the federal government dredged the 
stream to a depth of seventeen feet at a 
cost of $75,000. The packing houses con- 


. tinued to empty their refuse into this fork 


of the Chicago river, and as_a result it has 
filled up to such an extent that In places the 
water is less than.three feet deep. The tons 
of refuse lying in the bed of the river impede 
the current and emit.an odor which is de- 
clared a menace to public health. 

When the Thirty-ninth street intercepting 
sewer was completed.a year ago the drain- 


age board found it necessary to spend sev-— 


eral thousand dollars in dredging in order 
to provide a° passage of the flow from the 
conduit. The-mass of-refuse in the bed of 
the stream was several feet above the outlet 
of the conduit and the river bed had to be 
dredged for a block to afford a passageway 
for the water. 


‘City Too Poor to Dredge. 

Formerly the city undertook to keep the 
stream dredged to a proper depth, but be- 
cause of a lack of funds’ no dredging has 
been done in ‘the channel for several years. 
For five years or more the sanitary district 
police have undertaken to regulate the evil 
by ~ filing: suits against the packers, along 
with other manufacturers who dump refuse 
into the river, but the only resu!ts obtained 
are. small fines against the packing firms 
assessed by justices of the peace. 

Finally radical measures were decided 


‘upon, and the firms responsible {cr present 


conditions were ordered to dredge the chan- 
nel. It is-estimated that the work will cost 
$75,000.

Recently hie condemnation has been 
much lighter in‘quantity and value. Accord- 
ing'to the rules, a part of such carcasses can 
be sold, and two or three restaurants take 
over the entire output. Dr. Whalen denied 
that he had any knowlédge of whether Mr. 
Baker acted for these restaurants in pro- 
curing this meat. 

Commissioner Whalen discussed the dts- 
eased meat question at length. He said’ that 
when he came into office he determined to do 
all he could to protect Chicago from this evil 
and ordered hie inspectors back into the 
stockyacds in the face of a great deal of 
eriticism and friction. Concerning his rele- 
tionship to Mr. Baker, he said: 

‘* He is my fourth cousin, but I have not 
met him more than four times in my life. I 
know nothing of his business. He has asked 
nothing of me, norlofhim. I deny absolute- 
ly that my position as health commissioner 
has had anything to do with his work in the 
yards. 


Friction with Government. 

“When I came into office,”’ he continued, 
“T did not believe the government rules 
regulating the condemnation of ‘ lumpy jaws’ 
were stringent enough. I gave orders to 
my men to condemn where the disease had 
spread into the throat or the abscess had 
opened in any way.” 

That. the activity of the city inspectors 
caused a great deal of friction between thenr 
and the government inspectors is known. 

Slaughtering day at the Standard company 
plant.on Friday witnessed many heated con- 
troversiés over the question of the “ lumpy 
jaw" carcass. The government men felt 
aggrieved that the city men should presume 
to condemn where they had passed, and the 
controversy reached an acute stage before 
Dr. Bennett, the chief of the government in- 
spectors in the yards appealed to President 
Roosevelt. 

The president answered by sending his first 
commissione to Chicago to bring harmony 
among the inspectors. The principal thing 
at issue was lumpy jaw. 


Government Rule on Lumpy Jaw. 

The government rule as to this is as fol- 
lows: 

Actinomycosis, or lumpy jaw-—If the carcass is 
in prime condition, and there is no evidence upon 
post mortem examination that the @isease has 
extended from the primary area of infection, 
usually the head, it may be passed, provided the 
head, including the tongue, is condemned. 

On March 21 a meeting was held between 
the members of the commission and the city 
authorities, at which this agreement was 
reached: 

“At meeting held in office of Dr. J. F. 
Biehn, director of the laboratories of the 
health department of Chicago, at which 
were present, representing the city, Dr. 
Biehn, and representing the United States 
department of agriculture, Dr. J. R. Mohler, 
chief of the pathological division of the de- 
partment; Dr. R. P. Steddon, chief of the 
inspection department; George P. McCabe, 
solicitor of the department, it was agreed 
that there was a substantial unanimity of 
opinion between the department of agri- 
culture and the city of Chicago on the sub- 
jects regulating the government passing and 
condemning meats. 

“Tt was further agreed that the two de- 
partments should endeavor to codperate in 
every way and to work in close harmony, 
and that hereafter the bureau of animal! in- 
dustry order 125 will become the standard of 
meat inspection of the city of Chicago.”’ 


Whalen “Has to Give In.”’ 


“We had to give in,”’ said Dr. Whalen on 
this subject. “I could not face the worlé@ 
with my views. I had but six men to work 
all over the city, and now I have but fifteen. 
Laxity is complained of. It is impossible 
to tell the amount of things we have to look 
after. 

“I do not believe the government inspec- 
tion is perfect, but I do not think it Is as bad 
as portrayed. I think that diseased meat 
gets out of the yards, but as much; ‘if not 
more, gets into the markets cf the city 
through the railroads, the express com- 
panies, by wagon, and by boat. My men are 
good men. I do not doubt them. I believe 
there has been an attempt on the part of the 
packers to get tainted meat through the cold 
storage plants. 

“There are a good many erratic persons 
talking on this subject, and a good many 
laymen attempting to say what cattle should 
be passed and what should not. I have done 
my duty, however, and they won’t get me 
in this thing.”’ 


DEPLORES AMUSEMENT BAN. 


Methodist Leader Declares It Has Cost 
Church Thousands of Members 


and Millions of Dollars. 
Springfield, Mass., May 29,—[Special.]— 
“The Methodist church has lost thousands 
of members and millions of dollars because of 
the restrictions against dancing and theater- 
going. The quicker such restrictions are 
removed the better it will be for the church.” 
These statements were made today by Dr. 
Robert Forbes of Philadelphia. secretary uf 
the board of church extension of the Metho- 
dist Bpiscopal church and one of the most 
prominent leaders of Méthodism. He was 
speaking at a meeting of the Methodist 
preachers of the Springfield district.

Schuknecht and Dr.:T. J. Bryan, state an- 
alyst, will contain warnings in plain Eng- 
lish against the more common adulterations 
with simple devices for detecting them and 
a bright, newsy paragraph on the most ex- 
peditious method of “ reaching ”’ the culprit 
responsible for the concoction. 

It is expected to be of special service to 
the boarding house keeper, whose olive oil, 
“silver prunes,” and condensed milk havé 
been criticised unkindly. But in points of 

umbers a still larger constituency will come, 
it is expected, from small grocers and deli- 
catessen dealers who are often victimized by 
unscrupulous manufacturers. 


Home Tests Are Prescribed.

Attorney Defending Accused Western 
Federation of Miners’ Officers De-

Caldwell, Idaho, May 20.—Wihih the de- 
fense demanding a change of ver.ue and the 
prosecution fighting to stop all proceedings 
in the state court at this time te éases of 
Charies H. Moyer, Wiliam D. Haywood, 
and George A. Pettibone, Western Federa- 
tion of Miners’ officers, charged with the 
murder of former Gov. Steunenberg, were 
called before District Judge Frank Smith 
today. 
The opening of the triel furnished an in- 
volved legal tangle which necessitated a stay 
in the proceedings until Judge Smith has had 
a chance to figure it all out.

As soon as proceedings started attorneys 
for the prisoners filed notice of alleged dis- 
qualifications which should prevent District 
Judge Frank Smith from sitting as trial 
judge and gave notice of a motion for a 
change of venue. Twenty-six reasons which 
are alleged to disqualify Judge Smith are 
given. ' 
Among other points it is alleged tha ; 
Frank R. Gooding has issued a public mani- 
festo declaring the guilt of the defendants 
and that he has proof of their guiit. The

Prosecution Seeks Delay. 

Attorneys for the prosecution followed this 
up by submitting legal points which they 
claimed to bea barrier to further proceedings 
at this time.

Is the Rev. Almon Clarence Abel, who 
confessed in Judge Ben M. Smith’s court yes- 
terday to the charge of bigamy and wassen- 
tenced to Jollet, the victim of his own mental 
derahgement or is he one against whom the 
full penalty for his act should be meted? 

Friends of the minister In Rogeré Park, 
where he formerly had charge of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, are firm ip the belief 
that in marrying Miss Asentath B. Austin, 
23936 Michigan avenue, Mr. Abel was not 
mentally responsible, In this transaction he 
assumed the name of Clair Clayton. So firm 
are his friends in their belief that they have 
prevailed upon Judge Smith to reopen the 
case, and the rehearing has been set by him 
for Thursday morning. 


Sentence Creates Sensation. 

The news that Mr, Abel had been charged 
with bigamy, pieaded guilty, and been. sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary caused consterna- 
tion in at least two congregatione of. the. 
Methodist church in Chicago where he had 
been pastor. —~ se 

His last church was the Trinity church ’ 
on the south side and he left this two’years 

because of ill health.: Specialists tcld 
him. he -was losing his mind and he Was ¢on: 
stantly troubled with the hallucination that 
some one was trying to injure him. 

Although he drew 4 salary of nearly $5,000 
a year, it became necessary for him to give 
up his pastoraté, for it wae found he was 
poor. He gave up all of his salary, save his 


bare living expenses, to the poor. Wealthy : 


men in the congregation, however, made up 
a@ purse, and Mr. Abel went to visit friends 
living in Indian territory. 

From time to time’ his friends here sent 


him money, but finally they lost trace. of ' 


him, and the first many of them knew of 
his whereabouts was when the afternoon 
papers yesterday announced his centence to 
the penitentiary. 


Confession Made by Mr. Abel. 


According to the confession made by Mr, 
Abel, he married Miss Austin in Joliet on 
Sept. 30 last. His first wife, who was Miss 
Kate Stone of Racine, Wis., and to whom 
he was married on Feb. 27, 1894, is now said 
to be in a sanitarium, where she is suffering 
with nervous prostration brought on by her. 
husband’s act. 


The charge against Mr, Abel was made by_ 


Mrs. Belle Austin, mother of his second wife, 
and he wae arrested at the Lexington hotel, 
where it ie said he had arranged a meeting 
with Mre. Austin and was to agreé to leave 
Chicago and return to the use of his own 


name, while Mrs. Abel No. 2, of Mrs. Clay- 


ton, as she thought herself, was to put on 
mourning and state her husband was dead. 

After his arrest, howeverf Mr. Abel ap- 
peared to be glad and wanted to go at once 
te begin his sentence in the penitentiary. 
When Judge Smith announced his sentence 
Abel created a sensation by walking over to 
State's Attorneys Olson and Barbour, who 
had conducted the prosecution, and thanking 
them for affording him the opportunity to 
suffer for his. crime. 

Every.effort was. made by the prosecution 
to prevent publicity of:the, affair. Now that 
the. facts. are out, however, it is said‘he will 
be glad of an ,opportunity to escape the 
penitentiary and will avail himself of his 
friends’ aid. O. A. Taylor of Rogers Park, 
who is interesting himself in the Abel case, 
says the preacher did not know what he was 
doing when he married the second time.

Minneapolis, Minn., May 29.—Dr. J. F. 
Force was found guilty late tonight of having 
embegzied 135 shares.of Metropolitan bank 
stock from the Northwestern National Life 
Insurance PORN of which he was ‘Dresi- 
dent. 

The state sehnoed that the shares of stock 
purchased from the Metropolitan bank were 
purchased for the benefit of the policy hold- 
ers... These shares were entered upon the 
books of the company as belonging to the 
company and listed as assets of the Company. 
There was never any transfer of interest in 
this stock, either on the hooks of the bank or 
on the books of the company. 


Company’s Funds Used. 

The state contended the checks issued to 
the Northwestern National.

W, Ed- 
wards, who was then the company’s head. 
He said he had agreed to pay $50,000 for the 
position, and to see that Dr. Edwards was 
“taken care of*’ during the latter’s sojourn 
in California.

‘Mr, Wallace [Ark]. explained he had been 
serving om a committee of investigation and 
had “‘ gone home to supper’ to get an early 
start of reviewing the testimony taken. He 
thought he shouht be absoived. 


Payne Gives House a Lecturing. 
Mr. Payne [N. Y¥.], the floor leader ofthe 
majority, lecturedthe house. He sald it wae 
the primary duty of the members to attend 
upon the sittings of the house daily and-re- 
main until the house adjourned. He recalled 
that in former congresses members forfeited 
their day's pay for absence, and in several 
instances members had paid as high as $600 
for their nonattendance. 

Mr. Payne yielded to Mr. Olmsted [Pa.] 
to amend the. motion to appro¥e the journal 
by striking out all .reférence to the arrests 
made yesterday. The amendment. was lost. 
The journal was then approved, yeas 223, 
nays 7, present 16. 

Mr. Murphy [Mo.]. who was among those 
brought before the bar of the house, ques- 
tioned the right of. the speaker to issue a‘ 
/warrant of arrest without direct authority 
.of.the house. . 

Speaker Cannon fedutid’ citing the rules in; 
vogue, and particujarly the one. passed in 
the Fifty-fourth: congress, under which the 
warrant was issued, Then, with much de- 
liberation, he said: 

“The.chair, under the rules, believes that 
the gentleman -was legally arrested,” the 
speaker's gavel came down with a bang, and 
the incident was closed. 


Kentuckian Grills Ambaseadors. 
During consideration of the diplomatic and 


esting debate developed on the amendment 
proposed by Mr. Longworth [Ohio] to ap- 
propriate $1,000,000 for the acquisition in for- 
eign capitals of proper sites and buildings 
for the embassies and legations af the United 
States and for the residences of ambassadors 
and ministers to foreign countries. He said 
that with a residence provided by the gov- 
ernment a man of moderate means could live 
in'a dignified way on his salary. All other 
nations, he said, either own their own resi- 
dences or allow liberally for rent. 

Mr. Shirley [Ky.] discussed “ the waste- 
ful extravagance, the outrageous and un- 
American method of living of some of our 
representatives abroad."’| He spoke of the 
representatives of America to the court of 
St. James. paying $40,000 a year for house 
rent in London, and remarked that “* he was 
not representing but misrepresenting the 
country that honors him.” 

The senate today. passed the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill carrying an appropriation of 
$192,485,000, and adjourned over Memorial 
day until Thursday.

portion of the cemetery, and erected a mon- 
ument there to him. A nunfber of noble fam- 
ilies, actuated by similar motives, bought 
up not only the remainder of the existing 
cemetery but an adjacent piece of land, so 
that when they died they might repose as 
‘close as poseible to the remains of their de- 
capitated relatives. This is why the historic 
names of De Montmorency, De Rohan, De 
Beauharnais (the guillotined first. husband 
of Empress Josephine), of La Rochefoucald, . 
of Talleyrand, ete: are to be found on the 
tombstones, while the grave and monument 
of General the Marquis de Lafayette, who 
was Washington’s comrade in arms in the 
American war of independence, is separated 
merely by an fron grating from the memorial 
of Prince Salm.

- It-would seem as if there were no end to 
the long Hst of scandals which Don Carlos’ 
branch of the Spanish house of Bourbon has 
for several decades been furnishing to the 
annals of old world royalty. Don Carlos 
has been sued in turn by his. daughter, 
Princess Elvira, who eloped with the Ro- 
man painter Folchi, and by his daughter 
Alice, who was divorcéd by her husband, 

Prince Schoenburg in consequence of her 
having run away with an Italian cavalry 
officer, to whom she is now morganati¢ally’ 
married. Don Carlos also has quarreled 
with his only son, Don Jaime; with his 
@aughter Beatrice, married to the Roman 
prince Massimo; and has been at law with 
his kinsman, the duke of Orleans, asking 
the tribunals of the French republic. to 
grant a decree in his favor, acknowledging 
him as the chief of the entire house of Bour- 
bon and as alone entitled to use ite armiorial 
bearings as such, plaintiff and defendant 
being represented in court by leading states- 
4men of the present republican régime in 
France. 

And now Don Carlos has just had another 
action instituted against him. This time it 
le by his illegitimate half brothers, who 
claim a share of the large fortune left by 
his mother, the archduchess Marie Beatrice, 
who died two or three months ago as a Car- 
melite nun in the Convent of the Holy Cross 


‘at. Gorits, in Austria. Married to Don Juan 


of Spain, the archduchess left her husband 
after giving birth to two so amely: Car- 
los, the present legitimist pretender to the 
throne of Spain, and his younger brother, 
Don Alfonso, now president of the Interna- 
tional AntDueling league. Their union 
had not been a co ial one. , For she was 
a saint; while he was a bon vivant and fond 
of the pleasures of life. By virtue of a finan- 
clal arrangement with him she obtained his 
consent to her retirement oS the convent at 
Goritz, where she passed t of 
her days, leaving her two olde o be brought 
up by her brother-in-law and sister, the late 
Count and Countess de Chambord.

They could not remain with their father. 
For he had jost no time in setting himself 
up, en menage, quite openly, with an Eng- 
lish lady, who for some time previously had 
monopolized his affections. He went to live 
with her in London. They had a house in. 
Regent's park, and there he spent the reat 
of his life, extremely happy with the four 
sons she bore to him, and abdicating his 
position as pretender to the Spanish throne 
in favor of his eldest son by his lawful wife. 
Dependent upon the latter for’his income, he 
spent most of his life in relatively straitened 
circumstances, acquiring a marvelous 
knowledge of the cheap hotels and boarding 
houses in various parts of Europe and gen- 
erally spending the aHmony accorded to him 
by the archduchess before it became due.

San Francisco Returning Funds . 

San Francisco funds are working back to 
New York in considerable volume, Yester- 
day there was received at the New York 
subtreasury $2,710,000 telegraphic transfers 
from San Francisco. 

This San Francisco movement promises to 
be an irregular one. Just now the tide has 


turned back to the east, but when the insur- 


ance companies begin to pay losses there will 
be another reflex movement, though how long 
the payments will remain in San Francisco 
is a question. 

It was announced in New York that $500,000 
was loaned on the stock exchange yesterday 
for account of the Union Trust company of 
San Francisco.
